SUN SPOTS AM) STOKMS.

From the Louisville Courier-Journa- l.

There is reason for believing tbat the
violent storms 01 this year, the unusual
electric disturbances, are doe to the ap
proach ot the maximum period of the'
solar spots. The telescopic observations
ot the past lew months have revealed a
great aggregation ol spots ol enormous
dimensions upon the photosphere ot the
sud. These spots have been observed
to attain their maximum about every
eleven years. We are now bearing the
maximum.

As a matter of tact, astronomers have
yet to ascertain a great many facts about
the sun belore they can be very positive
as to the causes and nature ot the scowls
upon the sun's lace. That there Is
coincidence between the sun spot niaxi
mum period and magnetic disturbances
on the earth, is a tact which hat been
added to the positive tacts ol science,
and there is an apparent coincidence ol
the sun-sp- maximum .with epidemics,
although that point is in dispute. How
the soots are formed is vet a matter oi
conjecture. There are plenty ol theorise

There are numbers ol
other theories, but Mr. Herbert Spencer
is undoubtedly right when be says that
"none ot the Interpretations ol the solar
spots can be regarded as established.77
We know that solar disturbances are on
an immense scale, and it is no longer
theoretical that they affect our atmos-
phere. There is abundant proof that
they do. Speaking of the suu, Humbolt
said: ''At limes its acliou is tnaoitested
quietly and silently through chemical
ainnities ana aetormiues tne various
phenomena ot life in plants by the en.
doamose or inward transmission ot mat
ter through the cellular membranes;
with animals, in the tissue or nervous
fibers; at other times it causes electric
discharges in the atmosphere water
spouts, hurricanes. The luminous
waves do not act on tbe substance ot
bodies alone, but are also in mysterious
relation with the inward man, with the
more or less quickening action ot his
faculties." During these periods of
great disturbance like the present, me
talic vapors in vast clouds are llung from
fifty to one huudred thousand miles out
In space. The spots have been accu
rately photographed, and photographs
ot the sun are made more than eighteen
iuuuub iii uiaweter, wiiu every detail Ol
tne piiotospheric structure shown. The
art ol photography is thus rapidly in
creasing our knowledge of the varying
conditions ol the photosphere. These
pnoiograpns snow tne snrlace cut up
into irregular patcnes, wnicn are con
stantly changing their shape an iDiii
cation of tbe violent activity prevailing
in our source of light, which seems to
be a very fountain of energy.
